London, Aug. 12. — Mr. George N. 
Ciirzon, parliamentary secretary of tlio 
foioign office, made n stateintjut to the 
House of Coininons reminding iillaira in 
tlio Islanil of Crete. He deprecated tlie 
foiiuiitioii of liny haaty opinion on tlic 
subject. Tliero had been a jiropos.al of 
tlie powora, be said, to aeeist Turkey in 
elieetinfc a blockade of Crete, but Eng- 
iiinil liail llioufj;lit it advifiabln tti look a 
little lurthei btifure joiniiifr in hui-Ii a 
inuveiaeiil. It was a lioulitfal Lliiiiijtu 
iiilerfei'L' lietween HDVcreigii and Biibjects, 
ami e.-'pci'ially to Htippreas to a sotiio ex- 
tent e.KcUHaiile reljollion . The 5,'ov- 
ernnient, lie said, liad dei;liiied to 
(,'ive till! iStillan llie asHistaiioe 
of a liritisli licet wiliiont a (jitid 
firo i/ao in tlie sliajie of .seeurity of giiar- 
aiileea to Crete. Lord .Sali3l)iiry, he 
Huid, was willing to consider joining iu 
a guarantee with the other powers. Mr. 
Ourzon did hot believe that any of the 
parties favored the annexation of 
Crete to Greece. The government, lie 
added, had not abandoned the liope of a 
solution of the dillii;uluea. British nicn- 
of-wai' had lendered aliiiosL invtihitililc 
assistance in pfeveiiting an oiithretik of 
the diaturhances. Tliere was iiii uiit- 
break amoni; tlie Irish inernherH of cries 
of " Sliaiiie, shame," and Tiinolhy Healy 
exclaiined, "Why don't you take the 
side of the CliristiansV" Mr. Ctirzoii 
said that tlie governiiient hail trieii to 
avoid taking sides. Somethinj; more 
pennaneul than had yet been suggesU'il 
was necessary, he said, for a settlement. 

Sir Henry Fowler, Liberal member for 
East Wolverhampton, said the govern- 
ment was pursuing a pro-Turkish policy. 

Eight Hon. Arthur Balfour, the irov- 
ernment leader, in reply denied Sir 
Henry Fowler's statement. The gov- 
ernment, be said, had been unsparing \n 
its elibrts to secure good government for 
Crete. There was danger of war if any 
one power rushed in to settle the pro- 
blem ill such a fout;li and rcaily maimer. 
After ri'iieatiiig .Mr. Ciirzon'a ••taleiueiit 
-Mr. Balfour tionelqded by sayiiiu the 
governnu iit was conscious of its leapoii- 
sihility for avoiding what mii^ht prove a 
catastmphe ii,(;oiiip:irithly ureater than 
ttie honors already lieard of. 

The Irish land bill as ameniled in the 
HouBO of Lords passed its third reading 
befort> the. Hou-e of Conimons to-day. 
Chief Secretary for Ii'eland Ki),'hl Hon. 
Gerald Balfour indicated the proposed 
t oni Heof the government. He euid they 
were prepared to acquiesce in certain 
new olanses and in the amendment deal- 
ing with the procedure of sales. Other 
auKuulnienls, lie added, would be ac- 
cepted in principle, but with respect to 
Iiiistuie holdings the government would 
adhere til the £100 liiiiil, and eonkl not 
accept Lord Macnaughtoii's iiiiieiul- 
meiit. 

Mr. lialfour also said the Lords ha<l 
materially altered the bill to the deti i- 
inent of tenants, hut be hoped the Lords 
would ai'cepL the uieasiire in the sliajie 
the Couiiiiimf- wnuld return it tu tticiu, 
otherwise il would he a calamity to Ire- 
la mi, iiiclud in.; the In mi lords t hciii.-^elvL'M. 
Continuing, theciiief secretary said lliere [ 
liiiil been a ureat change for the better j 
ill the conditions of Ireland, where the [ 
intense bitterness was dying out, and 
asked wwe they going lo seize the op- 
porlunity to reinforce the kind- 
lier feeling prevailing or were 
they going to justify those who 
were unly too ready to Inculcate 
tlie most pernicious lesson that for Ire- 
land when tranquil nothing would bo 
ilone, but for Ireland clamorous and 
crime ridden, no concession would be 
denied'.' That was the issue now to be 
tiet:ide(l, and he most sincerely prayed 
that inii'b'ament might bo wisely guiiled 
in arriving at a decision. (Cheers.) 

The bill as aiiiemlcd litiviiig been 
jiassed after further disrnsHiDU was re- 
turned to lh(^ House of Lords.

The Cnioii mine situatc'd north of 
Kossland several miles, on the trail to 
Murphy creek, has not been heard of 
much of late, but the owners have been 
working it slowly and steadily as then 
limit^ means would oermit. The main 
shaft is now down U5 feet, having been 
sunk on the dip of the ledge and uu the 
hanging wall. There has been a pay 
fitreak (ui the hatiging wall nearly all 
the way down ranging from 14 to I.s 
inches in width. It now carriesfiO to 1(10 
ounces in silver and $7 to ^17 in gold 
and some copl'cr. This makes the ore 
worth about fmty dollars a ton and it is 
therefore up wilii the best in the cimp. 

A little copper is seen in the ore now 
and then but not enougli to ('oiint for 
much in liermancnt value. In appear- 
ance tbe ore resembles Hommvhai that 
of tbe Mayllower and Lily May, hut 
etill more resembles that of the (iood 
Friday or Indiana Consolidated. It is 
an admirable one foir smelting purposes 
and will be in demand as a flux for the 
beavv iron ores of the carop. 

A new opening has been made on the 
claim several hundred feet away from 
the main shaft and some ore found of a 
different qualitv, being heavier in iron. 
It is believiul to he from a dillbrent vein 
altogether from that on whic'b the main 
shaft is bi'ing sunk. Tin! priuci pal own- 
ers of ilie I'nion are Hugh Mctilynii, 
I)an (I'lirien, 1 1 . .loni's and Win. Morris. 
Tlioy have shown great plucd; and per- 
severance in the developimuit of the 
Union and they deserve abundant suc- 
cess.

The Premier's Difficulty in Formine; Ills 
Cabinet— His Initial Blunders a 
Cause of VVealiness, 

(Trom llio Miill-Iimiilro.) 

Mr. Laurier has now had amjjle time 
to complete his administration. Jlehaa 
been in otlice nearly a month. The bye- 
elections necessitated by luinisterial ap- 
pointments have, so far, been unop- 
posed. There has been no lack of com- 
petitors for portfolios. In fact, the old 
members of the Liberal party have been 
falling over each other in their aniciety 
to assist their leader in forming an ad- 
ministration. Yet there is every pro- 
spect that the new government will 
meet parliament with three inijjortant 
pr.ivinces unrepresented. Clearly there 
lia-j liecn had maiuigeiiient somewhere. 

The Liberal leader in thi- hes.^iniiiiig, 
it si.'c[n.i. (iverluirdened liimself with 
Out,-ide hel]!. In coiisequeiice, before 
he was aware of it all tbe portfolios save 
one had been appropriated, while yet 
the claims of British Columbia and 
AUinitoba had not been considered. It 
is not essential under our system that 
each province should have a certain 
(|Uo(a of ministers. Still it has by 
l>ractice become a political necessity 
that the various parts of tbe 
Dominion should bo directly repre- 
sented in the government of the day. 
The Liberals are largel)' resiioiisible for 
this, because tliey have always raised .i 
hue and ca'y whcuevei it was jiossilile to 
lirgue that a province had not its ade- 
(luate number of ministers. The prin- 
ciple of sectional representation is, there- 
fore, a real thing whether we like it or 
not. Indeed, Mr. L : iirier has it vividly 
before him at jiresent, because in; hesi- 
tates to give to .Manitolia tlic reniaiiiing 
))ortfolio lest lie should i-ausi: oU'ence to 
British Columhia, and he is ei|Ually 
unwilling ,to bestow it upon Ib-itisli 
Columbia for fear of making an enemy 
of Manitoha. Between the two forces 
be is unable to deciile upon action one 
way or tiie other. The western pro- 
vinces liave, therefore, no voice in tbe 
J^aurier Adm.iii.Ti.i.iiion, and tiiere is a 
third which nariowdy escaped the evil 
of baing altogether unrepresentetl wlien 
I^irliament meets two weeks hence, 
llitiierto New Brunswick had two min- 
isters. When Mr. Blair was taken into 
Mr. Laiirier's cabinet he was consid- 
ered 80 strong a card that the 
repieseiitatioii of the (irovince 
was reduced to one. But the ex-l're- 
niier has not jiroven so mighty an in- 
tluence as he was estimated lobe. For 
a month he has been searching for a 
constiluencv. To party friends he has 
made appeals on jiolilical grounds, and 
to political opponents appeals on per- 
sonal grounds, to create a vacancy in the 
popular cliamber cm his belialt. Fail- 
ing to win syuijiatby in these (piarter.'^, 
lie has looked tiver the roll of 
senators, to find, however, that his 
province is fully represented in tbe 
Upper House by men who are in fairly 
good health. It looked for a time as if 
this new Goliath of polities, discredited 
and disliked by those of his own friends 
who know him best, would have to drop 
the prize that bad been awarded him 
over the lieails of men who served in 
tlie ranks when there were no honors 
or emoluineiits for distrihutioii lunoiig 
the faithful. Xo.v an unwilling, and 
lindia' ly a costly, openini; has Ihh'U 
made lor him through thi^ ictnc- 
meiit ill his favor of .Mr. liomviUe, tlie 
meiuhcr-el.jct iiU' ICiiig's. TIa; fact is, 
Mr. Ill.iir's selection was a mistake. 
He is not v.antcd ; lie is not liked. By 
his associates he is rciiardeil as a sidlisli 
poll t ician , and Widl satislied would they 
nave lieeii if he had been frozen out.

Tramp Steamers Crowding: Out the 
Sailing Ships— Connection 
With Hawaii. 



The present seenia to be an unfortu- 
nate year for the schooner Florence M. 
Smith, so far at least as the rehiliona 
between captainand crew are cotjcerned. 
■ There was n ineeting on board while 
the vessel w.ia hiintint,' on the Japaiiuse 
coast in tlie earlier part oE the season 
and several of the schooner's company 
were arrested and imprisoned hi con- 
sequence of tlieir defiance of Ganliiiii 
"Mcynuv's luithoi-ity. It would iiiitiii- 
ally be tliouglit tliat tliia lesson would 
prevent u reciuTence of the ciuisc of 
coniphiint, fur the ri'inniiuli'r of the 
cruise iU all events. Siieli uppiMi-rf not 
to liavc been the case, however, for in a 
letter received from Captain 1 1 . 1''. Sie- 
werd, of the Dora Siewerd, thiit wi'll 
known sealer spealiS of a second mutiny 
on the Smith while she was on her way 
from the Asiatic aide to Ounalaska. Jt 
was there that the vea.-els of both the 
Japan and British Columbia coast 
fleets rendezvoused prior to enter- 
ing Bell ring sea, and there oti 
the 2'Jth of last nionth were 
feathered the Suuth,. Triumph, Ailie 
1. Alger, Aunea Macdonald and K 
B, 'Marvin, with otiiers from the Japan- 
ese hunting; grounds, and all the scdioon 
era forming tlie Coa.-t lleet — forty o 
more in all. The .Siewerd had had 
transferred to her from the Mascot the 
latter's entire catidi, amountin;^ to but 
1U2 skins, and L'ai)tain Siewerd, in a let 
ter to liis owners, mentions this, an( 
then notes with 8nri)rise that none o 
the patrol fleet of warships had called it 
at Ounalaska even at that late date — a 
circumstance to be speidally regretted in 
view of the second trouble on the Smith. 
No details arc given of the trouble fur- 
ther than the reference to it as a second 
mutiny, nor have any been received by 
Captain Kelly, the owner, to whom it 
would naturally have been Captain Mc- 
Graw's desire to report at the first pos- 
sible opportunity. 

THE DAYS OF TIIK SAILERS .NUMIIKUICI). 

The field of the tramp steamship's 
usefulness appears to be constantly 
widening, and iis lirst one and then an- 
other branch of trade htttierto sacred to 
the sailing sliips slips from their grasp, 
every occupation for the sailers appears 
destined to be gone at no very distant 
date. In fact one prophet ventures the 
prediction that ken years hence a sailing 
craft in any iniportantcoinmerce will be 
reganled as a marine curiosity. This 
autumn the sailing ship has disappeared 
from the tea trade, another important 
milestone being thus passeil on its voy- 
age toward obscurity. Now it is an- 
nounced that Bleainera are ollering for 
U. K. grain cargoes in San Kraiicisco at 
27.6 — a rate almost paralleling that of 
the sailers and which will einible the 
tramps to practically monopolize this 
important trade. 

I'lONEKIt OF THE NEW LINE.

OUT OF HIS ELEMENT. 

A Flying Macliine Inventor Kined by Fall- 
inu (I Himdrefl Feet. 

Lo.vDo.N, Aug. 12.— A special dieinitcli 
from Berlin says that Herr Lilienthal, 
the engineer, who has been experiment- 
ing with flying macliiueJ fur several 
years past, ilied on Monday. It appears

DISAPPEARANCE OF THE " TON- 
(^UIN." 

To THE EniTOu; — ^Vashington Irviug's 
account of the disappearance of thoTon- 
quin interests everybody, and it particu- 
larly interested me when, tlurty-si;: 
years ago, 1 was dumped down on the 
west coast of this island, where it was 
vaguely siipiiosed that ve.ssel had met 
her fate. I once fancied that Klah-o- 
(|uaht might have been the scene, but 
tinally concluded that the Tonquin was 
not lost upon the west coast. 

I'ntil my party went among the In- 
dians there, few white men — I think 
no white man — had lived among 
them since the deiiarture of 
the Spaniard.s. The Indians' memories 
and traditions were therefore, ho to 
si)eak, as a " clean shue,'' Two of the 
traders in my einj)loynient, Messrs. 
Baiilield and Iveid, c;une to know their 
laiigniige cnlloi|uiaily, an I were- singu- 
larly iiualilied for the investigation uf 
Indian matters. Fthnology was our 
pastime, but we imiuired, also, about the 
Spaniards, about .lowett, about the Ton- 
qiiin and other subjects, e.xamining 
during several years every tribe, and 
all the important men in every tribe, 
between Cape Beale and Cape Scott, 
with the result above stated, so far as 
the Tonqiiiii is concerned. 

Captain Walbran'a "witness" is an 
Indian of a subsei|uent generation, whose 
father probably lirst heard of the sup- 
posed details of the loss of the Ton- 
ipiin frofti us, and made them the sub- 
ject of a winter evening stoiy, now 
further eni bellished. 

Mv own theory — suggested iiierelj' lie- 
eause no other lits the circinnstaiices — 
is that the Tonquin was attacked by In- 
dians, i)robably somewhere in the north- 
eastern part of the island ; that the iit- 
tack, or attacks, were repelled, and that 
the vessel was either burned as the re- 
sult of an accidental powder explosion 
during the light, or afterwards, with a 
weakened crew, lost at sea; say in 
tjueen Charlotte Sound.

Inspection and liopair to Procetd 
at Once— Tlic Situation 
E.vplaiiu'fl, 



Tlie tour hundred and lifly children 
will) on Monday cuniiiieneed their 
antiiniii term studies at tlie big North 
Ward school were yesterday morning 
surprised beyond measure on receiving 
tlie intimation from their teachers that 
they might return home — that the board 
of trustees had decided to close the 
school until they had had opportuiiilv to 
satisfy themselves of the absolute safety 
of the building. There was, it may be 
imagined, no protest on the part of 
the youngsters at the extension 
of tlieir holidays, and soon the building 
Was deserted by all save a curious few 
who iiliide thei r way toward the roof to 
exainine for theinaelvBS II. e sIlmis of 
weakness'lu the building that had in- 
duced Chairman Hayward to order il to 
be closed. 

Nor were the ehildrea more surprijed 
than vvere their parente, the latter not 
that the ecboul should be closed if the 
least possible doubt existed as to its 
safety, hut that such a doubt should not 
have been removed during tlie continu- 
ance of the long iniilsuiuuier vacation. 
In this connection Chairman llaywanl 
ex|)lained, when intcrviewetl later in 
the day, tliat in consequence of 
the report prepenled toward the 
close of last term by the city building 
iiispeelor, an exam illation had bei'ii 
made daring the holidays In' a cily 
architect, anti the geiilleniuM who 
had been clerk of works dur- 
ing the construction of the building. 
Their report liad not led the board to 
believe that any danger was to be appre- 
hendeil from the use of the building for 
ordinary fcliool purposes and licnce 
liastebad not luen made with the work 
of rei)air. The report of Building In- 
spector Xortlicott referred to had been 
interpreted by him (.Mr. ilaywanljas 
condemning the asseml)ly room as danger- 
ous for a public gathering, but not as an 
intimation that the building was unsafe 
fur school purposes. With reference to 
the North Ward school his rejiort reail 
as follows: 

" Wi til respect to the assembly room 
of the North Ward eehool, 1 liml that by 
the shrinkage of the timoer in the main 
princi])al beams, they have crowded the 
side braces down on the two side walls, 
ao that the walls are sprung between 
one and two inches on the east side 
and about an inch on the west side, 
between the tower and the corner. Il 
will be necessary to have some 
heavy bolts put through the 
Wall. with large washers, and 
bolted fast to the beams on the inside, 
which 1 understand go right across the 
building, Bi) as to make thebnildine per- 
fectly secure. 1 see by the craidi be- 
tween tlie wall anil ceiling that the wall 
has gone about a ijuarter of an inch 
since I insjiected the building last year, 
f therefore i-lo not lliink il advisable to 
use the asseni biy room until it is made 
secure; allliough 1 tliitik the limber has 
done alirinking there is a doubt of its 
safeti". U'ith respect to the stairs in 
the building I would recommend that 
the plaster be taken from the Eoltita, all 
the risers nailed to tlie treads and re- 
blociied, and that the sollits be lined 
with narrow tongue and groove boards, 
which will make a much bolter job of 
them. We found, in the one examined, 
that the newel post was not let into the 
trimmer joist at all, and the risers are 
not nailed to the treads." 

This report was jiresented in mid- 
June, but was not acled upon during the 
vacation — that is the recoiiiuuuidalions 
Were not carried out. Ou Monday the 
school reopeiKHl. and the Riuiie day sev- 
eral parents called upon Mr. Hay ward 
and asked liini if lie were sure the build- 
ing was safe, lie replied adiriiiati veiy , 
basing his reply upon Mr. Northcott's 
report and the casual inspection made 
during vacation. On Tuesiluy morning 
he decided to iiivestiuale fiirllier, ami 
accompanied l^y Mr. W. Hidnway Wil- 
son visited the school and carefuHy ex- 
amined each of the structural features 
deemed to be weak. Crawling into the 
attic and utilissing a Candle to facili- 
tate the exaniination it was discovered 
that the steel girder carrying the 
side Walls of the root had dellecled about 
ail inch vertically and, what was 
even more dangerou.H, about an imdi and 
live-eighths, or tlierealiouts, sidewavs. 
riiis was reported by IMr. Wilson to the 
l>uildirig inspector, and as a result Mr. 
Hayward yesterday morning ordereil the 
dismissal of the Heboid, acting upon the

A meclini: of the board was held last 
evening at which Trustees Hayward, 
IJelyea, Lovell, Saunders and MeMick- 
itig were in attendance. Mr. Hayward 
presided and briefly explained the cir- 
cumstances which had induced him to 
accept the responsibility of closing the 
school. The defects, it was stated, ap- 
peared to bo structural. When 
Messrs. Soule & Day — from whose de- 
sign the school bad been buiU about 
three years ago — were asked for a loan 
of the plans, they had returned word 
that they were not in their possession. 
They had suggestetl that the plans might 
be found with Messrs. F!l ford i^ Smith, 
the contractors, but that linn also tlenied 
possession and expressed tliuinselves as 
fully rouvinced that all documents, etc., 
in connection with the building had 
been restored by them to the architects. 

Mr. W. Ridgway Wilson, arclii- 
teet, who was also in attendance at the 
board meeting, read, by request of the 
chair, a report he had prepared as a re- 
sult of an inspection made yestenlay, 
as fidlows :

'i'lie most serious ilaiiu'er is in the niiiiii 
roof over the assembly ball, svliieli has a

s. iiiiewliat rescniblinf; what is known as the 
tjui'eii ))ost pattern, but which in my opin- 
ion are not deep enough for the spaii ; they 
are. however, liirtherDupported by diagonal 
running out beyond the ends of 
on to the main briek walls; the 
mil being of sullieienl slreiiKtli have 
sel lie. I down on t liese |,riips, wliieb baviiiL; 
11.1 l.iii;;ituiliiial tie have pu...lii-d out the 
iippei part ol the niain walls ahoni 2)., 
inches. 'I'lie ends of the triissi's rest 
on a 'Jn.- inch stud partition siiiiiiorteil by 
twiil;i.\.'i ini'li steel girders having a span 
.f;t7l'eet; tlii'se also settled in the cent re 
'.J inch, and in addition have buckled oiil- 
wards horizontally P, in. being drawn out 
probably by tlie'belore minted diagonal 
props being tied to the partition resting on 
them. 

I f the whole troulile is eauseil as at pre- 
sent appears to me by t he settlin;; of the 
main tresses, it can lie lemedied by reeon- 
BI ruetiiiir thi'in or by pultini,' posts in the 
centre of the asseniijiy room. This will 
also have the ellect of relieving the steel 
girders, whiclijivith the djagonarprops may 
tl. en lie pulled into their proper places by 
the rods. 

Though the roof trusses undoubtedly ap- 
pear .serious enough, to my mind the .stair- 
easi's are no less important, and require 
iniinediate attention, receiving as they do 
most severe tests with chihireii marcfiing 
iqi and down in jiairs two or three limes ii 
day in step, when in most cases they shake 
with one person on them; they should all 
be stripped of plaster on the under side, be 
lhoriiu^;hly examined and in most eases 
BireiigtlieiH'd and ceiled willi biiardiim.

The board after an informal discn"sion 
of the situation thoroughly endorsed the 
action taken by the chairman and 
ordered that the school remain closed 
until further inspection ami necessary 
repairs can be made. ]\Ir. Wilson was 
at the same time authorized to take 
cbariie of this work, proceeding im- 
mediately with the stairs, in regard to 
which he and the city building inspector 
are tlioroiiglily agreed. As to the roof 
hi^ will present a more compU'te report 
at \ second meeting of llie board ibis 
evening and an emieavoi will be made 
to have bisand M r.

The Pyra- 
mids of Kgypt were used, he believes, 
for the purpose of teaching the riles, 
and, as with Solomon's temple, so with 
tlieiu, the buildings are symbolical. Dr. 
Copehind has gone deeply into the study 
of the inner meanings of Masonry, and 
il is these mystic meanings which Solo- 
mon's lemjiie ex|iresseil. The Thenso- 
phists intend to found an Occult college 
III -\merieawhen the crusaders who are 
now in iMirupe i^oiue to this coiil iiieiit. 
anil Iherc will be taughl these mvslic 
rites of ancient times, as some of the 
" rnaafors " will ghiilly act as teachers. 
To-night Rev. Dr. Copeland lectures on 
" The .\ Hay " and on Friday evenini; 
will rejieat his lecture on "The New Wo- 
man," lie sails for San Francisco on 
Saturdav.
